Chinshu Pass, May 26.—A squadron 
cf Japanese cavalry which had been 
reconnoitering deep Into the Russian 
rear encountered and defeated a small 
detachment of Russians northwest of 
tikmshu Pass, twelve milos from the 
railwayou May 22,and on the following 
day penetrated almost to the station 
of Tnnzitttun, twenty miles north of 
Gunshu Pass. 
The appearance of the Japanese so 
far from their base Is taken as an In­ 
timation of their desire for informa­ 
tion preliminary to turning this flank. 
Reports of the movements of Japa­ 
nese in the direction of Tsitsihar, 300 
miles west of Harbin, have been re­ 
vived. 
Chinese bandits tire active on the 
Mongolian border. 
They are hamper­ 
ing the Russian scouts, preventing the 
purchase of supplies 
and attacking 
cattle 
purchased by the 
Russians. 
One Russian detachment which has 
been buying cattle traveled 270 miles 
in 
eleven days.

M a n y Concerns Involved in Suspension 
of Boston Concern. 
Boston. May 26.—Seventy-one banks 
and trust companies, most of them in 
Massachusetts, but several located in 
various 
parts 
of the 
country, 
are 
among the creditors 
of the banking 
firm of Burnett, Cummings ic Co., this 
city, which during the day filed a vol­ 
untary petition 
in bankruptcy 
in the 
United States district court, with lia­ 
bilities placed at $1,714,348. 
The as- 
*ots are stated to be uncertain. 
The creditors have been given to un­ 
derstand that they 
will not exceed 
$200,000, if, indeed, they prove to be 
of any 
value whatever. 
The 
bank­ 
ruptcy petition is 
the heaviest ever 
filed in this district. 
Attorney J. T. Auebach, counsel for 
the bankrupt firm, said that tho cause 
of the failure 
was the building 
and 
financing of the Concord and Boston 
Street Railway company, the Middle- 
boro, 
W areham and Buzzard's 
Bay 
Street Railway company, the Lowell 
anti Boston street 
railway and the 
Bristol 
County 
Railway 
company. 
These roads 
were in thinly 
settled 
districts and 
were unable 
to make 
suitable connections with roads run­ 
ning to Boston. 
The four companies 
wore placed in the hands of receivers 
and their notes became valueless. 
The refusal of extension of credit 
by banks made a continuance In busi­ 
ness impossible.

T w o Men Killed ard Three Other Per­ 
sons Hurt. 
Augusta, 
Ga., May 26.—Two 
men 
were killed, three probably fatally in­ 
jured and three slightly Injured in a 
collision at night between a passenger 
trolley and a Louisville and Nashville 
coal car on the 
August a-Aiken rail­ 
way in a stretch of woods some miles 
from Augusta on the South Carolina 
side of the Savannah river. 
The dead are: J. E. Holdman, motor­ 
man; 
Felix Boddle, employe 
of the 
railway. 
Conductor A. D. Hill, C. AV. Cheat­ 
ham and A. AV’. Roberts were probably 
fatally hurt. 
The accident occurred at the foot 
of a steep grade near Clearwater, S. 
C. 
The coal car, 
which was being 
conveyed to the 
powerhouse, broke 
away from the motor car at the top 
of the hill and swept downward for 
several hundred yards, acquiring such 
momentum th a t when it collided with 
the passenger car returning to Augusta 
it ground the lighter car alm ost into 
kindling wood.

There was a hearing in the municipal 
court this morning in the case of the 
state against Chan Clarke, charged with 
illegal fishing. 
Clarke and C. Fritz 
were arrested at the instance of Deputy 
Game Warden Saunders on May ll as 
they were coming to town with a quan­ 
tity of fish. The deputy warden claims 
to have found among the fish some black 
bass. At the hearing this morning both 
Clarke and Fritz swore that they did 
not see the game warden at all on that 
day. 
They were not represented by attorney 
and the examination was very brief. 
Judge Warner inquired some as to the 
number of fish the men had and it was 
ascertained that Game Warden Saun­ 
ders counted ten. 
Clarke testified that 
he had fish with him. that day but they 
were croppies and pickerel. 
He sold 
these, he said, to J. F. Dykeman. 
This 
was found to be true, but it was imma­ 
terial as relating to the bass. 
At the ~ conclusion Judge 
Warner 
found both, defendants guilty and sen­ 
tenced each to pay a fine of SIGO or nine­ 
ty days in the county jail. 
They did 
not have the money and they were tak­ 
en into custody. The court gave out 
the limit, $10 per fish. 
The law regarding the open season for 
black bass in Minnesota is so plain that 
no one should make a mistake. “No 
person shall take, catch, kill or have in 
possession or under control for any pur­ 
pose whatever within the periods men­ 
tioned * * any black, gray or Oswego 
bass between the 1st day of March, and 
the 29th day of May." 
Strictly interpreted the law declares 
that no bass shall be taken before mid­ 
night of the 29th of May, for “between" 
the dates named does not include those 
dates. 
However, when the trout season open­ 
ed anglers were out in great numberson 
—April 15, notwithstanding the open sea­ 
son did not begin until midnight of 
that day.

Ezra Meeker, Pioneer and Historian. WTI 


Make Trips in Prairie Schooner After 


Manner of Early Settlers. 
Portland, May 25.—Ezra Meeker, of 
Seattle, Wash., whose recently publish­ 
ed work entitled “Pioneer Reminiscences 
of Puget Sound" has attracted wide at­ 
tention, has announced his intention to 
retrace a portion of the Oregon trail 
this summer in an original “prairie 
schooner” drawn by a pair of oxen. 
He 
will camp with his outfit en route and 
stake a claim on the bank of Willamette 
slough, where he will remain long enough 
to take a peep at the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition. 
Mr. Meeker has chartered a “sure 
enough" schooner in the shape of a stout 
oak wagon, which for some fifty years 
has been enjoying a well earned retire­ 
ment in a shed on the banks of the Cow­ 
litz river. The wagon was used in the 
march of the pioneers across the conti­ 
nent in tho early fifties. It will be fit­ 
ted up after the manner in vogue in 
pioneer days and covered with canvass 
bearing the flaming legend, “Oregon or 
Bust." Mr Meeker will use it as a bag­ 
gage car, sleeper, dining and observation 
train, and expects to make the trip from 
Seattle in two weeks, barring accidents 
and hold-ups. The distance is about 
200 miles. 
Mr. Meeker c ame to Oregon about 
half a century ago in the sort of convey­ 
ance he will use in making his trip to 
tho Lewis and Clark Exposition and he 
has written entertainingly of his exper­ 
iences.
